The Foster Bros. fiDally got ready to cut Dor- 
ian loose and picked for their spot the fourth 
race at Ingalls Park yesterday, It was a selling 
affair and the best Dorian had to beat were Ben 
Waddell and Doctor G. On recent form both of 
these held him safe, still the Foster horse was 
backed from 3V4 to 1 into favoritism. Perhaps 
he would have landed for his party. At any 
rate, he felt like running for a kingdom, and in 
the first breakaway got control of Barrett and 
before the boy could pull him up he had gone 
three and one-half miles. The horse was so well 
played that it seemed a hardship to allow the 
public’s money— if it was the public’s— to be 
burned up in that manner, and after some con- 
sideration the judges declared all bets off, ex- 
cused Dorian and allowed the usual time for 
a new book. 

In the revised betting Ben Waddell was a hot 
favorite, and well handled by Gouin he won as 
he pleased. 

On what line Dorian was so strongly played is 
a mystery to everyone. 

It was a bad day for the talent, only Ben 
Waddell and Paul Griggs winning, and as the 
latter was at such a short price, few bet on him. 
He is one of the best at the track right now and 
just galloped home with the race, covering the 
three-quarters in 1 :14 flat. 

Eighteen started in the first race and Dwyer 
got them off in a bonch at the second trial. 
Fritzie, at 10 to 1, won rather easily. 

The two-year-old event furnished the most 
exciting finish of the day, Elsie Bramble win- 
ning from Dinah Wat, after a terrific drive 
through the stretch. 

The entire Watkins family from “down 
home” were at the track and had a wager on 
Dinah. 

The Plutocrat at 6 to 1 won the last race, with 
Suisun and Siegfried third and fourth respec- 
tively.
